German Emperor Angered at 
Long Enmity and. Calls 
Englishmen Mad with 
Ingratitude. 


SHOWS FRIENDLY ACTS. 


[BY CABLE’ TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

‘ LONDON, Oct. 28, 8 a..m.—The Telegraph 
gives the greatest prominence to an inter- 
view between the kaiser and “a representa- 
tive Englishman, Who long since has passed 
from public to private life.” The Engligh- - 
34an, who apparently ise diplomatist, writes: 

; “ Momente somesines oecur in the history 

of nations when a calculated indiscretion 
proves the highest public service, “It ts for 
that treason that I Keve dedided to make 
known the substances of a long conversation 
which it was my recent privilege to have 

I do so in the hope that 

it wil help remove an obstinate misconcep- 
tion of the character of the emperor's feel- 


ings toward Hngland, which I fear is deep- 
nary Englishman's 


“It is the emperor's sincere wish that it 
should be eradicated. He has given repeated 
proofs of his desire by word and deed, but, to 
speak frankly, his patience is sorely tried 
now he finds himself so continually misrep- 
resented and has so often experienced the 
mortification of finding any momentary tm- 
provement in the relations fellowed by re- 
newed outbursts of prejudice and a prompt 
return to the old attitude of suspicion, 


“Mad as March Hares.” 

‘‘His majesty spoke with impulsive and 
unusual frankness, saying: 

*“* You English are as mad, mad, mad as 
March hares. What has come over you that 
you so completely are given over to sus- 

_picions that are quite unworthy a great ne 
tion? 

“* What more can I do than I have done? 
I declared with all the emphasis at my com- 
mami in-my speech at Guildhall my heart 

was set upon peace, that it was one of my 
pha wishes to live on the best terms with 
4ingland, Have I ever been false to my word? 
#aisehood and prevarication are alién to my 
nature. My actions ought tospeak for them- 
selves, but you do notlisten to them. Those 
who misinterpret’ distort them. That ie a 
persona! insult which I regent. To be for- 
ever misfudged, to havé repeated. offers of 


mistrustful eyes, taxes my patience severely. | 


Proffered Hand Is Refused. 

“<*] have said, time after time, that I am ~ 
a friend of England. Your press, or at least 
a considerable section of it, bids the people 
of England. refuse my proffered hand. It 
‘inginuates the other hand hélds a dagger. 
How can I convince a nation against its 
will? 

“Complaining again of the difficulty im- 
posed on him because England distrusts him, 
his majesty said: : 

“*The prevailing sentiment among large 
sections of the middle anc lower classes of 
my own people is not friendly to England. 
I am therefore, so to spealy im a minority in 
my own land, but it is a minority of the 
best elements, just as it ts in England re- 
specting Germany.’ 

‘* His majesty was reminded that not only. 
England but the whole of Europe viewed 


German consul at Algiers to Fez, forestall- 
ing Fratice and Spain by suggesting the 
recognition of Sultan Mulai Hafid. 


Misrepresented in Morocco. 

“ The kaiser made an impatient gesture and 
exclaimed: 

“* Yes, that is an excellent example of the 
way the Germain actions are misrepresent- 
ed,’ and with a vivid directnese’he defended 
‘the aforesaid incidents as the German gov- 
ernment already has done. 

“The interviewer reminded the kaiser that 
an important and Influential section of the 
German newspapers interpreted these acts 
differently and effusively approved them be- 
cause they indicated that Germany is bent 
upon shaping events in Morocco. 

** There are mischief makers,’ .replied the 
emperor, ‘in both countries. I will not 
attempt to weigh their relative capacity for 
misrepresentation, but the facts are asl have 
stated. Thére has been nothing in Germany's 
recent action in regard to Morocco contrary 
to the explicit declaration of my loveof peace 
made both at the Guildhall in London and in 


ee 


ship for England. the kaiser said they had 
not been confined to words. It was common- 
ly believed: Germany was hostile to England 
throughout the Boer war. Undoubtedly the 
newspapere were hostile and public opinion 
was hostile. 

“* But what,’ he asked, ‘of official Ger- 
many? What brought, to a sudden stop—in- 
deed, to an absolute collapse—that Buropean 
tour of the Boer delegates, who were striving 
to obtain Buropean intervention? They were 
féted im Holland. France gave them a rap- 
turous welcome. 

“They wished to come to Berlin, where 
the German people woukt? have crowned them 
with flowers, but whem they asked me to 
receive them I refused. The agitation im- 
mediately died away and the delegation re- 
turned empty handed. Was that the action 
of a secret enemy? Again, when the strug- 
gie wae ati ite height, the Germam govern- 
ment wae invited by France and Russia to 
join them in calling upon England to end the 
war, The moment had come, they said, not 
only to save the Boer republic but also to 
humiliate England to the gust. What was 
my reply? 

*T said fi tei chia tinea joining any 


downfall, Germany would always keep aloof 
from politica that would bring her into com- 
plications with a sea power like England. 
Posterity will one day read the exact terme 
of a telegram, now in the archives of Wind- 
, sor castle, in which I informed the sovereign 
of England of the answer I returned to the 
powers which then sought to cotmpase her 
fall. Emglishmen who now insult me by 
doubting my word should know what my ac- 
tione were in the hour of their adversity. 


Aid Sent to Queen. 

“*WNor was thet all. During your black 
week in December, 1899, when disasters fol- 
lowed one another in rapid succession, I re- 
ceived a@ ietter from Queen Victoria, my re- 
yered grandmother, written in sorrow and af- 
fliction, bearing the manifest traces of the 
anxieties which were preying upon her mind 
and health. I at once returned a sympathetic 
reply. ¥? did gore. I bade one of my offi- 
cers procure ‘as exact an account as he 
could obtain of the number of combataygts 
on both sides and the actual positions of the 
opposing force. With the figures before me 
I worked out whet I considered the best 
plan of campaign under the circumstances 
‘and submitted it to my general staff for 
criticism. Then I dispatched it to England. 
That document likewise is among the state 
papers at Windsor, awaiting serenely the 
impartial verdict of history. 


Roberts Follows His Pian. 


“*ZLet me edd as a curious coincidence 
thé plan which I formulated ran much: on 


Gen. Roberts and carried by him into suc- 
‘ceastul operation.. Was that the act of’one 
who wished England ii? Let Englishmen be 
‘justand say. . 

"*Patriotie «Germans,’ he aid, ‘ refuse 
‘to assign any bounds to their legitimate com- 
mercial ambitions. They expect their tn- 
terests to go on growing. They must beable 
to champion them manfully in wed quarter 
of the globe. 

‘Germany looks ahead. Herhorizons 
stretch far away. She must be prépared for 
any eventualities In the far east. Who can 
foresee What may take place im the Pacifie 
in the days to come—days not so distant as 
some believe, but days at any rate for wisich 
all European powers with far eastern’ ins 
terests ought to steadily prepare? : 


Look at Rise of Japan. 


“* Took at the accomplished rise of Japan, 
Think of the possible national awakeping in 
China and then judge of the vast problems of 
the Pacific. .Only those powers which have 
great navies will be listened to with respect 
when the fature of the Pacific comes to be 
solved, and if for that reason only Germany 
must have a powerfyl fleet. It may even be 
that England herself will be glad that Ger 
many has a fleet when they speak together 
in the great debates of the future.’ wi

CITY'S VIGILANCE 
TO BANISH FEVER. 


Chicago Fights Sporadie Out- 
breaks by New Campaign at 
Home and in Five 
Nearby States. 


10,000 FARMERS WATCHED 


Ten thousand farmers, residing in five 
states, and several hundred families in Chi- 
cago were taken firmly in hend yesterday’ by 
the city department of health by way of 
euppressing sporadic outbreaks of scarlet 
fever, typhoid, and diphtheria which are 
manifesting themselves, apparently with 
sinall excuse. — 

The supervision ts the most te 
ever attempted in Chisago, and in the opinion 
of Health Commissioner W. A. Evane not 
only will avert the likelfhood of an epidemic 
, of magnitude but will go far toward ridding 
the city of all three diseases. 

Investigate Each Case. 

Families from -which cases of any of the 
three afllments are reported naturally will 
receive first attention. Ten ingpectors of the 
department have been sént out to investi. | 
gate all conditions surrounding the patients, 
and are furnished with a big report sheet on 
which to check their information. 

The sheet is divided into two parts,@ne for 
reports om infants and one for adults, The 
latter has to do with the milk supply, the 
lee used in the family, the place at which the 
patient is employed, the restaurant, if any, 
at which he has been accustomed to take 
meals, the name of his vegetable dealer, and 
much minor information. 


Eyes of Law on Farmers, Too. 

The supervision over farmers who ship 
milk to the city will be no lese strict. Be- 
ginning today thousands of little yellow tabs 
will be sent-out to them, on which they will 
be expected to report, twice a week, all 
cases of contagious disease which appear 
in their families or the families of their 
milkers. Tf there ls no such disease the 
farmer must send tn hie report, certifying | 
to that. effect, and if he neglects to do so his 
milk will be sent back, 

There are now 200 cases of scarlet fever 
and 225 cases of diphtheria in the city, most 
of them having been reported within the last 
‘few days. 

“The condition ts not entirely satisfac- 
tory,” said Commissioner Evans, in dis- 
cussing the report blanks. “The depart- 
ment igs trying to put its finger on the real 
sources of contagion. The cases now com- 
ing in are sporadic, and not confined tc any 
particular locality. In West Pullman and 
back of the yards there are scarcely any new 
cases.”* 

Think Old Sewer Cause of Fever. 
The cause of the recent typhoid fever epi- 
demic in. Maywood was solyed during the 
day, it ip believed, by the finding ofan aban- 
doned plank sewer within a few hundred feet 
‘of the village wells. It je now the theory of 
the euthorities that impurities from this 
séurce leaked into the wells near by provid- 
‘ung water to the villagers and contaminated 
the water which hae been fount to be impure. 

The olf sewer was found by workmen lay- 
ing a branch sewer from the benk building 
‘and eonnecting with the recently installed 
Melrose Park sewer on First street. 

Dr. Byans of the state board of health in- 
spected the suburb and thought the aban- 
d@oned sewer an Srageinttcion factor {n Causing 
‘the epidemic, but expressed his opinion to 
‘Marshal Camphouse that the stagnation of 
“the Desplaines river was the real source. Dr. 
‘ivans will rake a written report of his in- 
spection to the village health officials. 

The total number of fever cases reported 
by the doctors ig forty. Several cases have 
been heard of in the last few days, and, added 
‘th thie, an epidemic of diphtheria has started 
tp the west sa steer of the village, H is stated. |

“I have here a big batch. of other letters 
from Mrs. Haine to her husband, also to 
Annis, and she can hardly allege forgery for 
the whok lot of them,” said Shay. 

“Capt. Hains went to the Philippines in 
October,” said Mr. Shay. “ When he left 
his home he left a sweet woman. He re- 
ceived many letters while away; then as the 
time for his return drew near the letters 
ceased. ’ 


Letters Show Great Change. 

“ He received no more until he arrived in 
San Francisco, when he got them ail in a 
bunch. They showed a remarkable change 
in his wife and her condact; but there Is nd 
need to speak about them, as they speak for 
themsetves.”’ 

The first letter is dated Tuesday, March 3,

_* The state banks have $10,000 each, and 
under ‘Bryanism’ in Oklahoma the state 
Dank with its little capital and its reckless 
bankers is just as good in the eyes of de- 
positors and in the business it can get as the 
solid national bank, because it is-doing busi- 
ness on the standing and the solvency of the 
good banks having substantial capita] and 
surplus and a gopd reputation built up by 
years of careful and conservative banking.

The recent closing of the International 
bank of Colgate, Okla., which already had 
been commented upon in the public dis- 
patches, is a matter of present interest from 
the fact that its president is. now proclaiin- 
ing that his institution was slaughtered for 
exhibition purposes and that the bank com- 
missioner’s act was unjustified on any 
grounds excepting those of political expe- 
diency.

Politicians Ride on Bankers. 

‘Fs the average and unbiasad-observer this 
incident indicates that banks under the oc- 
cult protection of the guaranty law can close 
their doors, leav’eg anxious depositors to 
speculate upon how long they are going 
to be kept waiting for their money; and it 
aiso indicates that, to take the other horn 
of the dilemma, the political saddle on the 
back of a state's banking institutions is 
going to be straddled by politicians and rid- 
den into the political race. “The reader may

ices one of them. 

It hes not required more than one experi- 
ence to demonstrate to the people that even 
urndér the beneficent and occult action of 
the guaranty law the depositors of a closed 
bank cannot get their morey off hand at 
the moment ite doors are shut. It takes 
time for even a democratic administration 
in Oklahoma, with a guaranty fund behind it, 
tq settle the claims of the depositors of a 
bank and pay them back their coin. 


And it should be remembered that if this’ 


bank had been a big one instead of a little 
one and had owed its depositors a good 
round sum instead of only 000 the banks 
doing business in Oklahoma under the guar- 
anty law would have had to turn over to the 
guaranty fund an amount equal to a heavy 
pefcentage of their deposits and large 
enough.in many cases to wipe out the sur- 
plus and impair the capital of many. 


Takes Out 7 Per Cent of Deposits. 

¥or example, when the Capital National 
Bank of Guthrie failed some time ago, with 
deposits of nearly $900,000, it carried down 
“@ther banks doing business with it whose de- 
posits together with its cwn aggregated 
$1,300,000, or about 7 per cent of the deposits 
of ail the state banks at that time. 

But a bank does not pay its assessments 
from deposits; it must pay them from its own 
‘surplus or capital. Ifa bank of $50,000 cap- 
ital and $300,000 deposits was assessed 7 per 
cent on its deposits the amount to be paid 
from its capital would be $21,000, or nearly 
one-half. and more than its probable earn- 
ings for years. Such an assessment would 
‘wipe out the surplus in many cases and ren- 
Ger the bank insolvent. 

“The credit of every bank in the system 
would be affected and depositors who under- 
mood the risk would want to get their money 
- @wt of the state. For depositors will hustle 
around. to 
as promptly if they think it is likely to be 

, ted up for several ars as if threatened 
with its logs. 

The total amount in the guaranty fund 
at the present time fs only about $135,000, 
Oklahoma already has traveled far enough 


- on the blind path to know that bank failures 


still can occur, and that disposes of the 
theory that depositors never more wiil make 
-@ run for their money. 

What other lessons are to be learned can- 
fet surely be foretold, but the symptoms 
indicates that serious cnes are. forthcoming. 
It will be the part of prudence for people of 
" olher states to stand by and wait until the

But this is the important point: The de- 
positors would not have had to wait a year 
or more to get their money out of the banks 
through the slow process of Liquidation under 
a receiver. It would have been paid, as the 
commercial phrase goes, ‘‘on the nail.’ 
There would have been no lines of anxious 
men blocking the streets before the barks, 
and policemen and their clubs would have 
been unnecessary. 


Relief for Small Depositors. 

To the man of great means the apprehen- 
sion, even the agony, of the man or woman 
whose every dollar is tied up in a bank and 
who is suddenly confronted with the know!- 
edge that it cannot be drawn 
seems to be incomprehensible. they could 
understand it they would not oppose a prop- 
osition which, while imposing no burden on 
the banks themselves, would inspire confi- 
dence, increase bank deposits, and swell the 
volume of money available for use in busi- 
ness. 

Moreover, it is a fact well known not mere- 
ly to bankers but to the ordinary citizen 
that the failure of a big bank like the Knick- 
erbocker or the North American in New York 
or the Walsh banks im Chicago affords a 
great opportunity for money sharks. If the 
receiver reports, as_he always does, that de- 
positors will be paid in full some time, there 
are many financial speculators ready to buy 
the credits of the individuai depositors, but 
at a heavy discount. % 

Tne woman with $120 im the bank, which. 
she may get in driblets in a period of a year 
or eighteen months, gladly accepts the spec- 
ulator’s proffer of $100 for her account. 
Every one knows how general this practice 
is. There is no doubt that in the case of the 
New York banks, all of them managed by 
conservative figureheads, this scheme was 
worked for the enrichment of a score of 
financial ‘parasites. Under the democratic 
plan they would be put out of business. 

Pulse Feeler from 8t. Louis. 

From a St. Louls business man comes this 
story, and incidentally he is a man whom 
I know to be trustworthy and pot violently 
partisan, The Meyer Brothers Drug company 
of that city is one of the largest commercial 
institutions in the west.

Bryan’s recommendations with reference to 
economic reforms, he would cite what Mr. 
Bryan would do with the Yonkers sugar re- 
fining, assuming for argument that the re- 
finery wasin a “trust.” Mr. Taft said: 

‘He would take off the differential on 
sugar—that protection which is necessary to 
enable us to have any sugar refineries in this 
country. It would cause the establishment 
of refineries in Germany, and all of your popn- 
lation here dependent on this refinery would 
be affected. And not only would it destroy the 
trust, but with it the independent refineries. 


Would Kill Evil, Not Business. 


‘‘The republican party is just as much op- 
posed to monopoly as the democratic party,” 
announcéd Mr. Taft later. ‘‘It passed and 
enforced the anti-trust law. It believes in 
going directly at the evil of monopoly by 
punishing men for continuing it rather than 
by destroying the industries and the great 
combinations of capital that have much util- 
ity and are of such benefit to the wage earn- 
ers. It believes in stamping cout the evil and 
not stamping out the corporation.” 

When the Taft special reached Poughkeep- 
sie at 1 o'clock after several short stops 
the rain had just ceased and the sun came 
out brightly. He was driven uptown to the 


,» Collingwood opera house, which was crowded 


to the doors. Mr. Taft got inside with much 
difficulty, after which the doors closed on 
most of the members of his party.

“ Finish up; keep on, Yoni: ~ BShouted ad- 
mirers in the audience, and Mr. Wayman 
formally concluded his oratory. 

Gov. Deneen talked only fifteen minutes, 
but he received close attention and sincere 
applause at the close, before he left for 
Walsh's hall, Noble and Emma streets. At 
this placé the crowd voluntarily gave three 
cheers for the governor when he came in 
after 10 o'clock. Thén three more were given 
with a will upon @ suggestion from the chair. 
The governor's remarks were punctuated fre- 
quently by applause. 

Equally enthusiastic audiences were gath- 
ered in Occidental hall, Sacramento avenue 
and Madison street, and Casino hall, Cali- 
fornia avenue and Division street. “* Deneen 
and Wayman” sentiment preponderated 
throughout. 

Deneen Shows Up “Fee Accusers.” 

The governor, in his speeches, paid special 
reference to the attempt being made to dis- 
eredit him on account of the fees he accepted 
during his eight years of service as state's 
attorney of Cook county. He did not mince 
matters in wading into his attackers and 
made free references to Roger C. Sullivan 
and George W. Hinman and their dislike of 
him. 

“From the pictures you see on the Dill- 
boards you might judge that I was running 
for state’s attorney instead of for reélection 
as governor,’ said Gov. Deneen. “ A-hueand 
cry is being made because of the fees I ac- 
eepted during the eight years I served as 
state’s attorney. They are talking about 
those fees and not about my term as gov- 
érnor. 

“In 1806, in conformance with the state 
law, which was uniform, you said I should 
heave salary and fees, The law provides for 
@ fee of $5 in misdemeanors and $20 in fel- 
onies. The fees constituted your free offer 
to the state’s attorney. They formed one of 
the inducements you hold forth to the can- 
didate for the office. 

“The law provided that the state’s attor- 
ney should keep an itemized account of fees 
and file such an account annually as asworn 
public document. It provided for the notifi- 
cation of the superintendent of public in- 
struction and made it the duty of the county 
judge to examine each item and enter judg- 
ment. 

He Gives Twelve Years of His Life. 

“After I ceased being state's attorney 
somebody came along and said: ‘ 1OU re- 
ceived too much in rees.’ 

“TI responded: ‘ You prescribed the fees. 
You paid them freely. Can it be that con- 
tracts don’t count?’ 

“T have said: ‘ Give me back twelve years, 
counting my four years as governor. Make 
me m agein that I may look upon the pros- 

fore me and determine whether I 


sen o enter upon the field.’ You can't do 


that.’ 

“Isnt it preposterous to ask back the 
money you offered your public servant and 
paid him? Suppose -that when Theodore 
Roosevelt comes back from his hunting trip 
in Africa, you were to ask him to give back 
$49,000 a year of the salary he drew annually 
while president, wouldn't it amount to the 
game thing?” 

They Like Wayman’s Aggressiveness. 

Mr. Wayman’s steel trap oratory proved 
fetching in every case. The audiences were 
impressed by his evident fearlessness and 
fighting ability. He paid his respects to the 
forces which have sent out scurrilous liter- 
ature about him. 

“ The man who will lock the door in the face 
of the man he Is about to condemn and then 
+ ee e malicious pamphiets about him is 
the kind of a man who refused to receive me 
and heat my presentation of the facts as the 
republican standard bearer of the republican 
ticket,” seid Mr. Wayman.

I’m 
sorry that I had to impose on you, but I was 
hungry.’ No, I did not represent myself to be 
a member of the Dugan club.”

DECIDE LEITER SALARY CASE 


Jurymen Return Sealed Verdict 
and Hugh Crabbe Rejoices. 


THINKS HE GETS BACK PAY. 


Former Employe of Zeigler Coal Com- 
pany Claims Victory. 


When Judge Eberhardt refused to take 
from the jury the suit of Hugh Crabbe, for- 
mer confidential secretary of the late L. Z. 
Leiter, against the Zeigler Coal company. for 
salary he claims is due him, on the plea of 
Amos C. Miller, representing the defendant, 
the stock of Mr. Crabbe's hopes fumped vis- 
ibly. Then the jury, after deliberating an 
hour, returned a sealed verdict yesterday 
afternoon, and In all probability the contents 
of the paper will be known this morning. 

“I think we have received a verdict for the 
full amount of our claim,” said Attorney H. 
Rosenblum, who assisted Elias Mayer in the 
trial of the case for Crabbe. “I hase this 
opinion on the short time the jury ates in 
discussing the testimony.” 

“TI expect a verdict for the full amount of 
this claim,” said Crabbe himself. “ And in 
my case against the trustees of the L. Z. 
Leiter estate, wherein I am suing for $3,500 
back salary, which will probably be called 
for trial tomorrow, I expect to bring out 
some startling testimony in regard to Joseph 
Leiter, that was not presented in this trial.” 


Cites Letters and Phone Talk. 

Attorney Miller's first motion to dismiss 
was made last Friday, when the plaintiff’s 
case was finished. Judge Eberhardt denied 
the motion, holding that the Liability of the 
company to pay Crabbe was a matter for 
the jury to determine. 

Attorney Miller. in support of his motion, 
mentioned two letters written by Joseph 
Leiter to Crabbe In May and July in 10906, 
and a telephone conversation between Leiter 
and Crabbe on July 30 In the same year. 
The letter of May 30 requested Crabbe’s 
resignation as treasurer of.the company, and 
the other letter a demand that Crabbe cease 
drawing his salary from the concern, on ac- 
count of the previous request to resign. 

The telephone conversation was a protest 
from Crabbe because his salary had been 
reduced. Leiter is said to have laughed 
at the protest, and Crabbe, whose salary had 
been reduced from $2,500 to $1,500 a year, 


j continued to accept the reduced sum for the 


next five months, which the attorney claimed 
was proof of acquiescence with the new ar- 


rangement. 


Accuses Crabbe of Falee Testimony. 

The clo@ge of the morning session was 
devoted. to arguments before the jury 
by Attorney Mayer, representing Crabbe, 
and Mr. Miller.

Union City, Tenn., Oct. 27.-—[Special.]-—A 
complete confession in regard to the as- 
sassination of Capt. Quentin Rankin — by 
night. riders at Walnut Leg was made today 
by Tid Burton, a member of the band, who 
Was arrested a few days ago at Tiptonville. 

Burton revealed the names of the alleged 
leaders of the party which. took Capt. Ran- 
kin from the Ward hotel, on Reelfoot lake, 
and hanged and shot him, and who attempted 
to murder R. Z. Taylor, who, however, es- 
caped by. piunging into a bayou and making 
his way out in the darkness. Burton also 
told of his connection with the night rie€- 
ers, but denied he took any part in the killing 
of Capt. Rankin. 

The confeésion of Burton, who long has 
been suspected of knowing much about ‘the 
murder, created a@ sensation among those 
who were not informed as to the nature of 
the evidence obtained by the authorities re- 
garding the night riders and the members of 
the mob who took the life of Capt. Rankin. 
Burton was one of the first men taken into 
custody and is the only one who was sent to 
jai!,.all other persons taken in charge being 
held at the military camp, where they are 
guarded by a large force of soldiers. and 
deputies. 


Tells of Other Offenses. 


Admitting that, since the beginning, he had 
béen a member of the night ridere,. Burton re- 


jated much concerning the burning of Bur 


dick's dock and other offenses againgt the 


law, and gave the information in regard to the 


assassination of Capt. Rankin. 

Burton said he was at the hotel at Walnut 
Log on the day before the murder of Capt. 
Rankin and that he was then told by J. F. 
Carpenter, one of the men under arrest in the 
camp, that Capt. Rankin and R. Z, Taylor 
were there. Burton-says that he at once com- 
municated with the leaders of the band and 
on the next day saw Rankin and Taylor sit- 


ting at the supper table. 


Soon afterwards he left on his trip out on 
the lake and while engaged jn fishing he 
heard the shots.- He did not retumn to learn 
what had happened and did not know about 
the murder until the following day. 

He named Tom Johnson and Garrett John- 
son and Will Wateon as the alleged leaders 
of the night riders, and gave Sherimt Haynes 
Twenty of 
the men named by Burton are now under 


arrest at the camp, and it is belleved the 
others, or most of them, soon will be in 
custody.

quired by law, is 9 cents a barrel. Inde- 
pendent concerns in the same territory, it 
was brought out, paid rates as high as 
28 centa a barrel for practically the same 
distance. 


Mr. Johnson admitted that the Standard) 


Oil was the only shipper receiving the rate 
of 9 cents a barrel. He.scaid he kept the rate 
secret from the New York Central. Neither 
road’e rates, he testified, had ever been filled 
with the interstate commerce commission,

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Oct. 27.—Prince 
Henry of Prussia spent several hours in the 
air today as the guest of Count Zeppelin, 
who:made an ascension in his remodeled air- 
ship at a ‘comparatively early hour.

Defense Is That Specatseiar 
Was Not Done to Gain 
_ Private Wealth. 


Counsel Puts All Blame on Shoul- 


eused Men. 


New York, Oct, 27¢—{Special. ]—Charies W, 
Morse’s and Alfred H. Curtis" defense was 
begun in the United States court before Judge 


Hough today. It will not surprise anybody | 


if the defendants parted company now. 


they are in the way of presenting their de- 


fense to the jury, and each took his own way 


to clear himseif of the charges in connection — 


with the wrecking of the National Bank of 
North America. 

Wallace MacFarlare for jhe defense, al- 
though representing specifically Mr.’ Morse, 
made the customary arguments for 
of sundry of the government’s. charges as 
ansupported by the testimony which the gov- 
ernment offered. His argument resulted in 
the dismissal by Judge Hough of three of the 
seventy-eight counts against the defendants. 

Mr. Olcott, who took an hour and a half to 


open his defense, said Mr. Curtis had been 


taught to regard Mr. Morse as a great finan- 
cier and had coane to have such regard for 
Mr. Morse’s greatness that had he objected 
when Morse made one of his dummy loans— 
of $185,000—Curtis would have regarded It as 
tantamount to lese majeste—this is the ex- 
pression used by Judge Oicott—to have made 


the bare suggestion that Mr. Morse give a 


written guaranty. 3 
When Mr. MacFarlane began his address, 
he told what a good man Mr. Morse was and 
explained how. instead of being a speculator 
for profit, he had been a benefactor of the 
bank, with speculation as a mere incident. 

Mr. MacFarlane went on to say that Morse 
and Curtis had conceived the idea of specu- 
lating to make money not for themselves but 
for the bank. It wes not a criminal act at 
all, he said, for a national bank to buy or 
hold stocks. Corgress had never yet made it 
a criminal offense for a bank to buy stocks. 

Curtis, he said, ha@ taken pains to see 
that the bank should not haveany legal own- 
ership’ or responsibility for those stocks. 
Morse was not bound in any way'to turn over 
the profits on the stocks thus purchased to 
the bank, but Morse hadso turned the profits 
over out of good nature amd regard for the 
bank of his own free I, 

Judge Olcott recited the story of Mr. Cur- 
tis’ Hfe. .- He said that as cashier. of 
the Bank of the State of New York, 
when he went to the Bank of North 
America after consolidation of those banks, 
Mr. Curtis had been called upon to pase, on 
his sole responsibility, on overcertifications 
amounting to $40,000,000 a day. 

This, Mr. Olcott said, showed the probity 
of his client, who, had he. been so minded, 
could have got rich in one day’s wrongdoing 


in this evercertification.

Yesterday afternoon in 
Municipal Judge Crowe's court Goode, who 
is being sued by the Times Square Automo- 
bile company of «Chicago for payment on a 
second hand machine bought last May, re- 
lated his numerous troubles. 

According to Goode, the machine broke 
down a few hours after he had purchased it 
and left him stranded om a lonely country 
road in early evening. This compelled him 
to drag the car, with the assistance of Jimmy 
Knox, a former prizefighter who was then 
acting in the capacity of chauffeur for the 
Chicago company, to the nearest station and 
ship it to Sullivan, Ind. Since this experience 
the car has persisted in acting. queerly, Mr. 
Goode saya, and hae resented his strenuous 
efforts to break itin. To add to his humilia- 
tions, he rays, the automobile firm attempted 


to take the car from him and bring it back to 


Chicago. 

Morris Froehlick, president of the company, 
says Goode bought the machine and gave hin 
$125 in cash and the balance—$789—in the 
form of a check. Before the company had 
an opportunity to cash the check, Goode, it ig 
asserted, stopped payment on it, 


Hard Critter to Break In. 

“TI bought the pesky thing to ride in,” said 
Goode on the stand, “butit's the worst critter 
I ever tried to break in. When I wanted it 
to go it baiked and when I didn’t want it to 
go it acted queer and threatened to run away. 
I didn’t like the getup of the thing when I got 
it. I rode around the city a way with. one 
of the company and every car we met passed 
us. I asked the—the—I asked them °* to let 
her out.’ They wanted to pay the fine if 
we were arrested for“speéding and I saié I 
wouldn't. But I noticed the machine didn’t 
go any faster or even keep up with the other 
auton Mles.”’ 

Jack Fleover, 2228 Indiana avenue, former 
foreman of the automobile company, who at- 
tempted to bring the machine back to Chi- 
cago, testified that the company had done 
everything in its power to repair the car. He 
said he had made two trips to Sullivan and 
Flatrock for the purpose of installing a new 
engine. 

On the way to Sullivan Goode, fascinated 
with Knox's pugilistic career, took a liking to 
exponent of the 
manly art, and employed him several weeks 
later when Knox was dismissed from the 
automobile company. 

New Engine Fails to Work. 

Knox. Hoover said, installed the new en- 
gine which the company had sent to Goode, 
but was unable to run it. Hoover was then 
sent to Flatrock to make repairs and spent 
three days trying to find the car. He re- 
turned home and leter visited Sullivan, where 
he obtained possession of the machine 
through 4 ruse, and on instructions from hie 
Office attempted to drive it back to 
Chicago. Goode, several hours after he had 
started, learned of his purpose and gave the 
alarm Chat his automobile had been stolen.

President Cassiday’s Connection 
with Brokerage Business — 
Explained. 


The work of disentangling the financia! af- 
fairs of a corporation which, with $250,000 of 
visible assets, has accumulated $400,000 of 
debts, isn’t such as n.ple matter as the super- 


ficial observer might imagine. 
This fact was brought home to the cred- 


afier a day 
crowded with intense activities, they discov- 
ered that the affairs of the corporation were 
as tangled as when they began work. 

During the first half of the day creditors ob- 
tained an agreement from John R. Linthan, 
secretary. of the corporation and the then 
receiver, that he would resign. The creditors 
epent practically aN of the morning arguing 
him into the belief that such action on his 
part would be for the best Interests of the 
corporation and the creditors. 

Then in the afternoon there same creditors 
“worked just as hard to convince Mr. Linihan 
that he ought not-to resign. 


Judge Refuses ta Appoint O'Neill. 

In thé early conferences between the 
various factions of the creditors it was agreed 
that Attorney William E. O’ Neill, chairman 
of the creditcrs’ committee, was the logical 
candidate for receiver. 

So the creditors went before federal Judge 
Bethea in the afternoon and asked that he ap- 
point a receiver in bankruptcy. In making 
this plea they named Mr. O'Neil) as their 
Selection. Judge Bethea did not look with 


“I will not appoint Mr. O'Neill as receiver,” 
said the judge. “I will appoint nobody who 
is not an expert in bankruptcy cases.”’ 

After considerable discussion it was agreed 
that the case. should go over until: Judge 
Landis returned to the city.. The case prop- 
erly should have been heard by Judge Landis, | 
having been assigned tg him originaliy, J udge 
Bethea said. 

In the meantime there was an outcry from 
a body of creditors who believed that an offer 
of the Strecher Lithograph company to take 
over a big block of the breakfast food com- 
pany’s stock meant that some of the creditors 

be preferred. The Strecher company, 
ft appeared, had offered to take over all of the 
stock owned by Presidént J. W. Cassiday 
and some of the other stockholders.

Wife of Doctor Denies She Stole 
$10,000 at Great Northern. 


MUST FACE:CHARGES HERE. 


Affinity Romance with Charles E. Giles 
an Alleged Feature, 


A many sided story of robbery and romance 
of the “affinity” variety has been revealed in 
the arrest, announced yesterday, of Mrs. 
Martha Maybelle Dunphy, wife of Dr. John 
Dunphy, a prominent Boston physician, on a 
charge of appropriating $10,000 worth of dia- 
monds and securities. 


Charlies B. Giles, a Boston money lender, is | 


the complainant against Mrs. Dunphy. His 
story to the Chicago police included a recital 
ef supposed doings at.the Great Northern 
hotel, which were conducted when Mrs. Dun- 
phy disappeared during his absence from the 
hosteiry.. The valuables disappeared, said he, 
along with Mrs. Dunphy. 

The accused woman, however, is emphatic 
in. her denials of the entire story, declaring 
that it is trumped up by the money lender in 
a spirit of revenge. Her husband in Boston 


_stoutly maintaine that there is nothing tothe 


charge. 
Property Held as Security. 


In the course of the police investigation it 
developed that the stolen property origin- 
ally had belonged to Mrs. Dunphy, but had 
been deposited with Giles as security for 
several loans. ;

: Giles first made his complaint to the police 
here something over a week ago. He de- 
clared that he started with Mrs. Dunphy for 
Boston, where she was going to transfer 
some real estate to him in payment of her in- 
debtednese for money loaned to her. The 
transaction was not made, however, said he, 
and they returned to Chicago. 


Says Bellboy Opened Trunks. , 

At the Great Northern hotel, he told Secre- 
tary William Luthart of the detective bu- 
reau, they occupied the same suite of rooms. 
It was during his absence from the sulte one 
morning, he added, that Mrs. Dunphy called 
a bell boy and complained that she had lost

Shortly after midnight on Monday the po- 
Noe called at. the home of Dr. Dunphy in 
Huntington street, Boston, and despite the 
protests and threats of members of the fouse- 
hold arrested Mrs. Dunphy. . 

A preliminary hearing was held inithe Bos- 
ton Municipal court yesterday morning and 
the- accused womhan was placed under $4,500 
bonds pending the. application of the police 
for extradition papers.

AT NEW CHARTER. 


Members of Special Commit- 
tee Meet to Begin Wark 
on Revised Draft. 


TAKE UP REVENUE FIRST. 


Attitude of the United Societies 
Thought to Be Less Rad- 
ical Now. 


The special committee of sixteen, elected 


' from the rejuvenated charter convention to 


undertake the task of outlining further char- 
ter plans, went to work yes y im the

Changes made in the chefter after it left 


the hands of the charter convention were 


reviewed and marked for discussion, and: 


although there are more than a dozen of 


these, it appeared to be the opinion of the 
committee that two provisions, the revenue 
feature, and the two bille sent dowm with 
the charter by the United Societies, will af- 
ford the principal grounds for discussion. Of 
these the revenue feature its regarded as the 
more formidable because of the widely cir- 
culated charge thet it would result in an 


| increase of taxation, which is enough to start 


strenucus opposition. 


United Societies’ Position. 


As to the United societies, it developed 
that their position is likely to be much lesg 
radical than heretofore. In the first place, 
leaders in the societies are coming to feel 
fairly sure that the enforcement of legisia- 
tion follows public sentiment, and that they 
are nearly as wel off in having their own 
way without specific legislation as they. 
would be at the end of a bitter fight which 
would create infinite antagonism. Further- 
more, it is thought to be an open question 
whether another campaign such as the one 
which they conducted against the charter 
might not cost more than it is worth. 

The question came up almost before the 
committee had settled into ite chairs. 

** My personal view,”’ began Walter L. 
Fisher, “is*that the home rule question is 
one that we must meet and discuss. How- 
ever, I do not think that the feeling on it wil! 
be quite so acute after election, unless the 
gentlemen present conceded the election of 
Mr. Street.” 

Discussion then turned tothe powers of the 
city council, and Mr. Fisher advocated the 
pian of getting from the legislature the right 
to a new charter and then electing a charter 
convention to draw iit. This was regarded 
as an impossibility by David E. Shanahan, 
and Chairman Kittleman remarked that 
there would be smali chance of getting larger 
powers than those already outlined, unless 
the city agreed to limited representation itn 
the legislature. 

‘“‘Just what is the matter with the city’s 
present charter?” asked Mr. Shanahan. 


ft does not provide for revehue, The objec- 
tion that the new charter would raise the 
city’s taxes is false.’’ 


Points Slated for Consideration. 

The committee then took up the charter 
draft, section by section, and compared it 
with the bill submitted to the legislature, 
marking for future discussion such points 
as were considered vital. At the suggestion 
of Alexander H. Revell it also ordered pre- 
pared a parallel list showing differences in 
the two documents. Among the points se- 
lected for consideration were the following: 

Elimigation of the party column i{n municipal 
elections, s 

Election of municipal judges in June. 

Discussion of ward boundaries. 

The four year term for aldermen. 

Enlargement of police powers. 

The number of votes necessary to place a public 
policy question on the baliot. 

The right of injunction against chronie violators 
of ordinances. 

Subsidewalk space. 

Another meeting of the committee will be 
held within a day or two after election.

Lawrence Avenue Sewer in Service 


After Years of Effort. 


The third test case forced upon the city in 
determining the validity of the wheel tax was

> known as the “ liveryman’s case,” which was 


brought through Robert K. Sloan, candidate 
fer coroner on the democratic ticket. It get 
forth that the livery business already existed 
under a business license which included a 
tax on each vehicle operated. This tax, how- 
ever, was repealed at the last council meeting 
before the summer vacation, and the case, 
therefore, dropped because of lack of basis. 

The ‘‘ motor car ’’ case holds that the state 
automobile law covers automobiles in every 
respect, and that such vehicles are not sub- 
ject to additional city legislation. 

Lawrence Sewer in Use at Last. 

The Lewrence f4venue sewer, which has re 
quired ten years in building and has been the 
doom ef several contractors who tackled it, 
was put into service yesterday by the depart- 
ment of public works. It istwoanda quarter 
miles long, extending from the lake to the 
river, and diverts the sewage of a wide sec- 
tien into the drainage canal. 

The pumping station and the 1,600 feet of 
sewer which extends into the lake were un- 
dertaken in the beginning by John P. Agnew, 
but the sewer part was turned over later to 
Michael H. McGovern, who finished it, while 
the Empire Surety company completed the 
pumping station. 

Quicksand Stops Contractors. 

The first land section was undertaken by 
Farley and Green, who found themselves 
unable to finish it because of quicksand and 
other unforeseen obstacles, and the city 
started work on it by day labor. In this it 
was stopped by an injunction secured. by 
Joseph Hanreddéy, and Mr. McGovern finally 
completed this section, also, carrying it to 
Washtenaw avenue. From that point to the 
river it was built by the American Engineer- 
ing and Contracting company. The intake 
was constructed by the Great Lakes Dredg- 
ing and Docks company.

A GOOD LAW WIPED OUT. 

Wage assignments ought to be dis- 
couraged. They are expedient some- 
times, but usually they are the oppor- 
tunity of the loan shark. Behind them 
lurks usury. The general assembly was 
actuated by praiseworthy motives when it 
passed the law of 1905 designed to make 
such assignments less frequent. It has 
hed that effect. It has kept many out 
of the clutches of the usurer. Hence all 


‘who aré familar with the evils of the 


old system of unchecked and unguarded 
assignments of wages and salaries will 
read with unfeigned regret the decision 
of the Supreme court blotting out a 
beneficent law. 

One of its sections reads that no assign- 
ment should be for more than six months. 
The Supreme court holds‘ this invalid as 
an improper restriction of the right to 
contract. The legislature suspected this 
might happen and put in its law a. pro- 
vision that the invalidity of any portion 
of it should not affect the validity of any 
other portion which could be given effect 
without the invalid part. The proviso 
accomplished nothing. 

The law required assignments to be. in 
writing and acknowledged before a jus- 
tice of the peace. It required a copy of 
the assignment to be served within three 
days upon the person or firm paying the 
wages. Where the assignor was mar- 
ried. the consent of the wife or husband 
to the assignment was required. These 
are all salutary provisions, but the Su- 
preme court says they are all null and 
void because they 
conditions which do not apply to assign- 
ments of other claims of like character.” 

The Supreme court is wrong in its 
facts. There are no “other claims of 
like character.” .The assignment of 
wages stands by itself and it is right 
that it should be subjected to special re- 
quirements. It is @ misfortune that the 
court should show itself so ignorant of 
the notorious evils which led to the pas- 
sage of the act of 1905. If the judges 
had read the papers niore closely they 
would have known something of the ex- 
tortion, the downright robbery, which the 
legislature sought to check, and of the 
domestic misery that robbery. bas caused. 

Laws should not be held unconstitu- 
tional for light cause or to display the 
ekill of the court in the detection of 
formal, inconsequential objections to 
them. The first question the judges 
should ask is: Is this a good, a righteous 
law? If they have to answer that in 
the affirmative they should not go through 
it with a microscope to find some flaw 
invisible to’ the n=ked eye.

Fearing lest time should hang too heavy on 
the hands of the junior members of the 
diplomatic corps and anxious to preserve 
them from the manifold dangers that are 
engendered among frivolous young men by 7 
idijeness, the secretary of state for foreign 
affairs in London devises each year a theme 
for essays and reports something like the 
holiday tasks of schoolboys. The sugges- 
tions by the minister are of the most diverse 
character and show a considerable amount 
of ingenuity on his part in choosing the sub- 
jects of the theses. This last year the sec- 
retaries of England's embassies and lega- 
tions were called upon to report upon the 
statutory restrictions placed upon the mak- 
ing of wills in various lands, and the amount 
of information thus collected is of unusual 
interest. 

I do not propose to enter at any length into 
the question here, beyond stating that the 
general tendency throughout the world@eems 
to be towards an obligation upon thetestator 
to provide for his family and to prevent him 
from completely disinheriting his wife and 
children, unless they have outlawed them- 
selves by the conviction of crime. It is not 
necessary that he should leave all his money 
to his family, but at least a certain portion 
thereof, either a half or a third, having the 
free disposal of the remainder. These ob- 
Hgatory bequests are known in the French 
speaking countries as the “ legitime’”’ and 
throughout Germany and Austria are the 
“ pflichtheil.”’ 

But there are two points in the French laws 
on the subject that call for special atten- 
tion. One is a statute which provides that 
doctors, surgeons, nurses, and othe: profes- 
sional people who have attended a patient 
during his last illness cannot avail them- 
selves of any bequest or other disposition in 
a will made in their favor during such ill- 
ness.

Another and stil. more Interesting law, 
which will be particulariy intelligible to 
those who have had experience on long sea 
voyages, stipulates that “dispositions insert- 
ed in a will made during the course of a sea 
voyage, in favor of the officers of the vessel. 
other than those _who are relations or related 
by marriages to the deceased, shall be null 
and void.” Long sea voyages invariably 
tend to promote sentimental and fomantic 
dispositions on the part of the fair sex. 
People quickly get tired of reading and of 
games and then nothing remains to vess 
away the time except flirtation. 

It is a well known fact that women are far 
more apt to lose their heads at sea than 
on dry land. This applies even to those who 
are credited with exceptional common sense 
and strength of character. Of course, the 
heroes of these shipboard romances are in

OSSIAN GUTHRIE’S AID TO HISTORY. 

Chicago, Oct. 26.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Through his work as a geologist and geog- 
rapher, Ossian Guthrie placed a sure founda- 
tion under the early chapters of the story 
of Chicago and Illinois. 

When in 1895 a member of Marquette Coun- 
cil, Knights of Columbus, undertook to locate 
definitely the site of the first settlement made 
in Chicago by Father Marquette in 1673, Mr. 
Guthrie gave information based upon his 
observations that cleared away the myetery 
which for more than 200 years had obscured 
the historic place. His observations were 
verified subsequently in detail by a study of 
the survey of Chicago made by Marquette 
in 1678, and by the preliminary survey made 
by the engineers for the drainage canal. 

Mr. Guthrie's grasp of the story of the soil 
of Illinois was the result of a long lHfe’s work 
with a mind well fitted for the task. For'the 
service he rendered the cause of history 
Mr. Guthrie was made an honorary member 
of the Chicago Historical society. He recent- 
ly made a bequest of his historical data to 
H. 8. Kerfoot, member of the Chicago Histor- 
ical society.

PHILLIP SENT TO ABYSSINIA. 


Consul General at Tangier Ordered to 
Fill Newly Created Position 
in the East. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—[{Special.]— 
The state department is making preparations 
for the establishment of the newly author- 
ized legation in Abyssinia. Within a few 
days final notice will be sent to J. Hofman 
Phillip, who is at present at Tangier in the 
capacity of consul general and secretary of 
the legation, to proceed to that country and 
assume the position of minister resident and 
consul general, to which he was designated 
last July. 

Abyssinia was placed by the United States 
among the countries to which a minister 
should be accorded during the general shake 
up and increase of the foreign portfolios last 
spring. That country had not previously 
tad the presence of any state department 
officer of higher rank than that of consul. 

As assistant to Minister Gummere at Tan- 
gier during the recent crisis in Morocco, in 
which the prominent nations of Europe 
faced each other, and in which the political 
future of that country bung in the balance, 
Mr. Phillip made a most enviable record, and 
it required scarcely any suggestion from his 
friends in this country to land himin the post 
to which he is about to proceed.

SUFFRAGIST BLAMES WOMEN 
FOR OBSTRUCTING “CAUSE.” 


Dr. Anna Howard Shaw Attacks the Idle 
Members of Her Own Sex in Meeting 
in Fine Arts Building. 


Woman turned upon woman yesterday—in 
the catise of the ballot. And it was no less 
a person than Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, pres- 
ident of the National American Woman Suf- 
frage dssociation, who did it. 

Dr. Shaw addressed an enthusiastic rally 
of Chicago suffragists held in the afternoon 
im the assembly hall of the Fine Arts build- 
ing. Representatives of ten local suffrage 
organizations were there and every repre- 
sentative was looking for something inter- 
esting. None, as several adunitted after- 
ward, expected just what came. 

Mere man got his first, as is eminently 
proper at a suffrage meeting. Oregon poli- 
‘ ticlans and election commissioners, a candi- 
date for the presidency, the president of the 
United States were disposed of one after 
another. Then, contrary to all suffrage 
precedent—— 

‘**One of the greatest obstacles to woman's 
suffrage we have in this country today,” 
said Dr. Shaw. ‘‘is our great body of idle 
women. The industries that occupied their 
grandmothers do not occupy the grand- 
daughters, and this hag taken from these 
women the opportunity of being producers 
of wealth. 


Consumers, but Not Producers. 


“They are consumers, not producers. We 
: are depriving them of all Incentive to intel- 
‘lect. We are using the state’s money in edu- 
| cating them and then throwing them back 
on the state as dead lumber. We are send- 
ine girls out from our colleges with the de- 
sire to serve and are giving them nothing to 
do. There are not enough professions to 
go round, and what else are we offering 
them? 

“4 young woman, an acquaintance of 
mi told a friend of hers the other day 
that she was going to a woman's political 
meeting. She hated to tell him, she said, but 
she had to In order to keep her ‘appointment. 
The man looked at her in astonishment. 

“*You going to a political meeting?’ he 
said. ‘ Why, the onty thing I can think of 
when I hear of a woman’s political meeting 
is a lot of monkeys chattering!’ - 

“Did she leave the man on the spot? No, 
she did not. She smiled. And, of course, 
the mam hadn’t really intended to insult her. 
But why don’t women command the respect 
of men? You don't like to have me tell you 
this—I can see it im your faces. But this is 
the reason: We don’t respect ourselves! ” 


Extensive Campaign Planned. 


Chicago is to see this year the greatest 
woman’s suffrage campaign in the history of 
the city if plans made at the rally are car- 
ried out. In opening the meeting Mrs. Ella 
Seass Stewart, president of the [Illinois 
Woman's Suffrage association, announced 
these plans and issued a general appeal for 
aid in the work: 


To establish—at once—a downtown suffrage head- 
qu:rters. 

To cover the city with suffrage posters, designed 
by local artists. 

To secure a petition of 1,000,000 names—200,000 
in Chicago—to be forwarded to Washington on 
Susan B. Anthony's bifthday, demanding of con- 
gress a sixteenth amendment giving the franchise 
towo men. 

To get 1,000 Chicago women who will pledge 
themselves to hold parlor suffrage meetings in their 
homes at frequent Intervals.

“THE LAST OF THE PLAINSMEN, * by 
Zane Grey, is a good picture of the almost for- 
gotten life of the vanishedfrontier. Hunters, 
as well as those who delight in the pictur- 
esque lawlessness of the wild and wooly west 
of Beadle and that ilk, will find it entertain- 
ing enough, but it is not merely for the delec- 
‘tation of such as these. The home body, who 
likes to take his sport and adventure vicari- 
ously, will appreciate it most. For him it 
links the perilous with the prosaic, and there- 
fore is a welispring of joy. 

Buffalo Jones, unique and practical ‘“ Pre- 
server of the Bison,’’ is the central figure of 
the book. His character and deeds really are 
the excuse for its being. With the old hunter 
the author recently made an extended trip 
through the northern Arizona desert, in quest 
of mountain lions and other large game, Dr. 
Grey's story relates how they traveled and 
what they did; how they roped cougars and 
chased wild mustangs and rounded up the 
buffalo herd. And at night, when camp {fs 
made and the fire blages and supper is over, 
Buffalo ransacks his memory for tales of the 
old days. Perhaps the doctor has forg>tten 
some of the yarns, but one fancies that he has 
given us the best. So much for real enter- 
tainment. 

But there also is assimilated in itallaciear 
reflection of Buffalo's eccentric personality, 
and, thanks to Dr. Grey’s vivid style and al- 
most poetic sensibility. one gains an idea of 
the weird beauty and sublimity of the coun- 
try through which he traveled The volume 
has many excellent illustrations, reproduced 
from photographs taken by the author. | Qut- 
ing Publishing Co.] 


No matter how the styles fh fiction may 
change, detective stores always are popular. 
Let there by a mystery, baffling solution, and 
piquing curtosity, and the end ‘is achieved. 
The more cOmplex its windings the better, 
and, most important of all, the outcome must 
not be easily anticipated. Thus ** THE MAN 
WITHOUT A HEAD,” by Tyler de Saix. is 
surely welcome, for it puzzles and surprises 
and finally pleases the reader to an unusual 
extent. Terrible crimes, depicted with de- 
tails that chill one to the marrow; a group of 
people as real as your neighbor and yourself, 
and a frank and engaging manner of narra- 
tive—these are the elements, combined witha 
knowledge of human nature and a touch of 
imagination uncommon to stories of this 
class. Somehow or other the author makes 
you feel that you are his contidant, instead of 
an inferior and perfectly. stupid being, which 
is most pleasing and a rare sensation, indeed. 
A feature, too, that is worthy of note: the 
illustrations, by M. Leone Bracker, do not 
look like cuts prepared for the Sunday sup- 
plements of Sunday newspapers. [Moffat, 
Yard & Co.) 


One of the most entertaining and Instruc- 
tive books on the progress made in the in- 
vestigation of occult phenomena is Frank 
Podmore's “ THE NATURALIZATION OF 
THE SUPERNATURAL” (G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons). Mr. Podmore is one of the ablest and 
fairest minded investigators in this field. His 
large volume Contains many astounding, but 
seemingly well authenticated, narratives 
selected partly from the Proceedings, but 
mainly from the unpublished Jowrnal of 
the Society for Psychical Research. Some 
idea of its scope can be gleaned from the

It is a good comedy that Joseph Conrad 
has written in “‘ THE POINT OF HONOR,” 
and comedy is a literary quality of which 
you would seafcely suspect Conrad, judging 
by his former books.

Prof. Hugo Munsterberg of Harvard has 
reduced his lectures and magazine articles 
on the foolishness of lawyers and judges, the

oriminal stupidity, of the criminal law, and 
the general grogs \gnorance of the public as 
a whole, to book fo in a volume entitled 
“ON THE WITN STAND.” 

The book is fill th psychological mir- 
acles in the form of laboratory experiments 
of the Harvard professor, theories formed 
therefrom, and startling proposals for the 
application of these theories to the trial of 
lawsuits and criminal cases. The book is 
readable and ite arguments plausible, The 
only flaw that the casual reader is apt to 
see is that the whole thing admits of a “ re- 
ductio ad absurdum.” The logical applica- 
tion of the professor's theories would result 
in the complete revolution of a large part of 
human life and the enthroning of the psychol- 
Ogist and his laboratory in positions now 
occupied by judges, lawyers, doctors, and 
Statesmen. If the psychologist can win the 
place he may have it, but he will probably 
receive little ald from the classes whom he 
hopes to displace. But, at least, Prof. Mun- 
sterberg’s book has won the aspiring psy- 
chologist a friendly hearing from a large 
reading public.

Profits of the Chicago and Hastern Illinois 
railroad for the fiscal year ending on June 30, 
1908, were not equal to the dividends paid by 
$115,304, and that amount was appropriated 
from the previous year’s surplus in order to 
meet the dividend requirements, which are 6 
per cent on the preferred and 10 per cent on 
the common stock.

Cotton Picking: The Problem and | 
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") WANT STEEL PASSENGRR CARS | 


Large Orders for New Type of 
Coaches Indieate Big Demand. 


RAILROADS EXPECT A RUSH. 


All Haulage Equipment Being Put Into 
Best Possible Shape. 


That the use of steel passenger cars is des- 
tined to prove an important feature of the 
development of the American railroads in the 
near future is shown by the large orders for 
steel coaches which are being placed. The 
most important recent announcement of 
such a purchase was made by the Harriman 
lines, which have ordered about 200 for use 
on the Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, and 
the Oregon Short Line. 

It is also announced that the Pennsylvania 
railroad is negotiating with the car builders 
for sixty-four all steel passenger cars, of 
which forty-four will be coaches and twenty 
combination cars. ‘These cars will be of the 
Pennsylvania standard and the placing of the 
order will be in line with the recently adopted 
policy of the road that im the future all cars 
ordered for the passenger department must 
be standard all steei cars. 

As these new steel cars are ordered and 
placed in service the better of the old wooden 
ears will be shifted to the lines in the west. 
After the Pennsylvania has been fully 
equipped the introduction of the steel cars 
on the lines west of Pittsburg will follow. 

It is also stated that another coming car 
improvement is in the used of pressed steel 
car wheels, A large car building company 
has been at work for the last month turning 
out sample wheels of this type that have 
been sent to the transportation departments 
of the important railroads. These have been 
put to severe tests, and it is stated that they 
showed their superiority over the cast steel 
wheels in many ways. 


Steps Against Car Shortage. 

Reports from various parts of the country 
indicate that the railroads are putting forth 
their utmost efforts to provide against the 
possible complication of a car shortage. 
Every. available locomotive and every car 
that is capable of doing any service at all are 
being put in the best possible condition. On 
many roads the shops are working overtime 
and most roads have issued orders to their 
agents to use foreign cars for distant ship- 
ment wherever convenient. During the last 
few months it has beem customary toreturn a 
large proportion of the foreign cars as emp- 
ties. 

The car shortage already has been appar- 
ent in some localities for brief periods, as in- 
dicated by the reports of the car efficiency 
committee of the American Railway associ- 
ation, and by the middle of November, it is 
said, it will doubtless be more pronounced, 
although thus far it has been more than bal- 
anced by the general surplus of cars. 

The Supreme court of the United States 
has fixed upon Jan. 4 as the date for hearing 
the argument in the “ commodities clause ”’ 
cages, and has ordered the consolidation into 
one of all the cases for the purpose of argu- 
ment. The cases involve the constitution- 
ality of the clause of the Hepburn law pro- 
hibiting railroads from carrying commodities 
of their own production, which is of most 
vital importance to many of the coal carry- 
ing railroads which own their own mines. 


Phosphate Rock Hearing Ends. 

Interstate Commerce Commissioner Prouty 
concluded the hearing of evidence yesterday 
on the complaint brought by five fertilizer 
companies against the Baltimore and Ohio 
and thirty-seven other railroads. The ship- 
pers charge the railroads with increasing 
their rates on shipments of phosphate rock 
from Tennessee to points north of the Ohio 
river to an unreasonable extent, and seek to 
have the railroads forced by the commis- 


sion to reéstablish their previous rates. An

President F. A. Delano and Vice Presidents 
Miller and Pryor of the Wabé@ah railroad are 
making an inspection trip over the lines of 
the road both east and west of the Missis- 
sippi river.

DECREASE FOR FRISCO ROAD. 
St. Louts, Mo,, Oct. 27.—The report of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railway for the 
year ending June 30, 1908, was given out at 
the general offices of the company here today. 


This does not include the Chicago and East-. 


ern Illinois. 

The operating revenue for the year was 
$35,806,132, a decrease of $2,447,849; and the 
operating expenses were $25,002,924, an in- 


crease of $236,350. The net operating revenue: 


was $10,713,207, a decrease of $2,684,199, or 20 
per cent. The total net income, after includ- 
ing the receipts from hire of equipmend, etc., 
and déducting taxes, was $11,313,349, a de- 
crease of 21.3 per cent, or $3,060,289. The 
surplus after the payment of interest, divi- 
dends, etc., was $259,324, a decrease of $3,699,- 
517, or 93.4 per cent. 

The compulsory reduction of passenger 
rates in many states Is blamed for a decrease 
in passenger revenue of $239,289. The num- 
ber of passengers carried one mile increased 
15.78 per cent, but the fare received per pas- 
senger mile was 2.15 cents, a decrease off@ 
mills. 


LOSS IN C. AND E. I. REVENUES. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 27.—The report of the 
Chicago and Kastern Lllinois railway for the 
year ended June 30, 1908, was issued today. 
The following results are shown: 

Gross earnings, $10,742,731, a decrease of 
$650,665, or 5.7 per cent; operating expenses, 
$7,256,000, a decrease of $281,255, or 3.7 per 
cent; and net revenue, $3,485,530, a decrease 
of $369,410, or 9.6 per cent. The total income 
amounted to $4,081,851, a decrease of $273,- 
786, or 6.4 per cent. 

Total charges were $2,862,623, leaving 
$1,136,227 available for dividends, this being 
a decrease of 32 per cent. Dividends aggre- 
gated $1,251,622, taking $115,394 from the 
profit and loss account.
